But because it had the 
stamp of authority, it carried some 
weight among people who make it 
their business to build and finance 
houses. 


The report served to exert 


some pressure in these circles, 
also, and also disclosed, among 
other things, that the city was 
being undersold in the housing 
line. 
That it was being undersold is 


being proved in the many houses 
built this year and the undiminish- 
ing demand for new housing; ' 


There's a reliable report, also, 


that mortgage money has been 
more accessible since the Kin- 
caid report made some criticism 
of its availability.

Of course news of home build- 


ing is good news. More homes are 
needed if Dixon is to attract new 
industry- At the present time, the 
boom has scarcely been sufficient 
to move families out of the smaller 
and less desirable apartment units. 
In other words, there's a demand. 
a backlog of a need for better 
housing.

And while we're at it, we might 


mention that the Lee County 
Housing Authority has on hand 
some funds that can be plowed 
into housing. 
It's a revolving 


fund that is supposed to be used 
to develop home sites and to 
pass them on to prospective 
builders. While the sum is not 
a great amount (about $40,000 
we understand) 
it is capital 


that should be put to work.

If Storm Will Hit 
Eastern Seaboard 


MIAMI, Fla. UP) — Hurri- 


cane warnings were hoisted 
along the north shore of the 
Dominican Republic today as 
the eighth tropical storm of 
the year, named Hilda, was 
spawned 840 miles east-south- 
east of Miami. 


The disturbance, not yet a fully 


developed 
hurricane 
but. with 


squalls of 75 miles an hour blowing 
around her center, was moving 
west-northwestward at 13 miles an 
hour. 


Islands in the eastern Bahamas 


were alerted for hurricane or gale 
force winds tonight and Tuesday. 
Small craft in the islands and along 
the lower Florida east coast were 
told to keep in close touch with 
future advisories.

The center of the storm at 10 


a.m. (CST) was 165 miles southeast 
of Turks Island at the extreme 
eastern tip of the Bahama Island 
chain.

from Clayton previously although 
Clayton said that gas has been 
stolen from his tank at least a 
half dozen times.

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What's Different Between

WASHINGTON Jft-Do you know- 


why you're a Democrat or a Re- 
publican — at least to the point of 
saying precisely what makes the 
two parties truly different? 


This doesn't apply to the inde- 


pendent voters who shifts from 
election to election, making his 
choice on individuals and issues, 
but to the voter who regularly 
votes a Democrat or Republican 
ticket. 


In a 2,500-word talk last Satur- 


day in Denver to the 48 Republi- 
can state 
chairmen, President 


Eisenhower attempted to explain 
why Republicans should be able 
to go out with fervor to line up 
new recruits for the oarty. 


President Explains 


The President said a political 


party should be held together by 
a common faith, a common convic- 
tion. The Republicans, he said, 


should be hsld together by a 
"cause." 


He said: "Just remen.ber the 


cause for which you are working 
is to make certain that government 
is to do for the people those things 
which they cannot do for them- 
selves, or go well do, but we are 
not going to interfere with those 
things which are the proper prov- 
ince of tne individual." 


This was a return to the Repub- 


lican's theme in the 1952 -elections 
when, among other things, they 
CGmpIn.nCd there \.as too ruuU. 
government interference under the 
Democrats. 


Democrats reading Eisenhow 


er's remarks, may feel he wasn'

argue: "We're as much agains 
unnecessary government interfer 
enc« as the Republicans."

Humphrey Puts IL S. Back 
Of Free World Prosperity 


WASHINGTON OB—Secretary of 


the Treasury Humphrey told a 
meeting of free world economic 
leaders in Instanbul, Turkey, today 
that prosperity runs high this side 
of the Iron Curtain and United 
States policy is aimed at keeping 
it that way. 


Humphrey's remarks, released 


here by the treasury, were pre- 
pared for the opening session- of 
the 10th annual meeting of the 
World Bank and the International 
Monetary Fund. , 


Activity Drawing 


The annual reports of the 58- 


nation bank and fund, also made 
public here, noted record breaking 
economic activity in most parts of 
the noncommunist world, but the 
fund's optimism was tempered by 
inflationary threats it found in 
some places. 


Humphrey said: 
"Business activity is at record 


levels throughout most of the 
world. World trade is at a high 
and healthier volume . Pnces are 
more stable. . .there has been a 
sharp reduction in govenmentally 
imposed barriers to financial and 
trade transactions. 


"In the United States." Hum- 


phrey continued, "we have enacted 
a three year extension of the re- 
ciprocal trade agreements 
pro- 


gram, peimitting a gradual and 
realistic approach to .increasing 
mutually beneficial trade. . .most 
important activity in the United 
States, and thus provided an in- 
creased demand for the world's 
goods. . . . 


The world bank and the fund 


were created after the war to help 
testore economic activity. 
The 


bank's first mission was lending 
to put roads, railroads, ports, com- 
munications systems, and vital in- 


dustries damaged by war back to 
work. 


Since then, it has moved into 


counseling and lending for general 
economic development. 


Notes Inflation 


In its 10th anniversary report 


the bank said that "given an 
adequate measure of economic 
and political stability, the prospect 
is for further expansion in ec- 
onomic activity and improvements 
in living standards." 


The fund, although noting the 


rise of inflation in some Latin 
American nations and trade bal- 
ance difficulties in Great Britain 
and most nonindustnal nations, 
said: 


"Further considerable progress 


has been made in the direction of 
freer 
and 
less 
discriminatory 


trade. . .increases in imports 
which liberalization measures have 
permitted have, in general, not 
created balance of payment diffi- 
culties. . . 


"It appears there will be a fur- 


ther lowering of U.S. tariffs and 
other barriers to trade. . . pros- 
pects for continued improvement 
in trade are, in general, good." 


The fund noted exceptional pro- 


duction increases in Great Bntiain, 
France, Western Germany. Aus- 
tria, the Netherlands Italy and 
Norway in 1954. It said Japan and 
Mexico had outstanding achieve- 
ments to report in checking in- 
flation and restoring their curren- 
cies and trade to sound levels.

Newest figures from the National Council of Churches 


show that more Americans than ever before belong to 
churches and Sunday schools. Some 60 per cent of the pop- 
ulation are church -members today, against 49 per cent in 
1940 and no more than 16 per cent 100 years ago. Total mem- 
bership is nearly 97,500,000. 


Interest in religion—as gauged by church membership— 


has been and still is rising faster than the population. The 
.2,640,000 gain from 1954 to 1955 is a percentage climb of 
2.8, against an increase of 1.7 per cent in the population. All 
the major faiths reflected the increase. 


Most authorities are agreed that the swelling tide of 


church membership indicates a deep hunger among the peo- 
ple for a faith that can serve as a rock of certainty amid the 
bewilderments of these times. People appear to be search- 
ing eagerly for. guidance—and peace of mind.

It is also possible that many realize the moral deficien- 


cies of the age, and are hopeful of fashioning a new moral 
structure better designed to meet the dilemmas of 1955. 
Surely church and community authorities recognize that the 
rise in religious interest presents the church with an unparal- 
leled opportunity to infuse the nation with a fresh moral 
spirit. 


Even without this aspect, the great religious gains are 


significant. For they demonstrate that in a perplexing time 
people have the humility and the willingness to look beyond 
themselves for answers to their biggest problems.

force men seem to need to master the great scientific

The federal grade stamp on meat is easily identified. It is a purple j 


ribbon-like stamp that appears on many retail cuts. It does a good job 
of providing the consumer with a reliable guide to quality. Don't con- 
fuse the Federal grade stamp and the Federal meat inspection. The 
former is such names as Prime, Choice, Good, etc., enclosed in a shield. 
It appears on beef in a. ribbon-like stamp. The grade stamp is different 
as it denotes quality—it is round and reads "U. S. Insp'd & P'S'D.' This 


"Around stamp is your assurance that the meat was wholesome at the 
time it was inspected.

Federal meat grading is made 


available by the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture on a vol- 


^ untary basis. The federal beef 
'grades are seven in number, five 
•of -these may be found in retail. 
'They are Prime. Choice, Good, 
Commercial and Utility. Most re- 
tailers sell only the grades or 


- grade they feel meet the needs of 
.their customers. The grade name 
appearing on the grade-stamp can 
be used to serve the consumer in 
two important ways. (1) As a guide

about 41 Americans in all. 


Add To List 


The Chinese first announced that 


12 Americans against whom no 
formal charges had been placed 
were free to leave when they 
chose. Then they announced that 
10 others in prison or under house 
arrest would be let go in & few 
days. 


A joint U.S.-Red Chinese an- 


nouncement said machinery had 
been established so the other 19 
could "expeditiously exercise their 
right" to go home. A source in 
Geneva said the Communists bad 
declared their willingness to re- 
lease all the American civilians 
"in due course." 


The Communists' official New 


China News Agency said today the 
decision to release the 10 was 
made in consideration of their of- 
fenses and their "fairly good" 
behavior while in prison.

strike at the East Pittsburgh plant 
"and cancel a threatened national 
strike." 


The strike at the East Pitts- 


burgh plant is the cause of today's 
nationwide -walkout. It began Aug. 
1 when 2,200 day workers—em- 
ployes such as crane operators 
and service employes—walked off 
the job to protest a company plan 
to make a time study as an ef- 
ficiency move. 


Local 601, representing the East 


Pittsburgh plant, said the time 
study violated the contract. Deny- 
ing this, the company said it was 
entitled to manage its own opera- 
tions. 


Robert Dl Blasier, Westinghouse 


vice president, said the agreement 
initialed by Carey would have per- 
mitted the company to continue the 
time study in one department. He 
said it also permitted the union to 
bring up the entire question in 
.vage negotiations scheduled to be- 
gin Sept. 15. He expressed sur- 
prise that Carey may have mis- 
understood "what the terms of the 
agreement meant."

The Illinois or- 
ganization sent no representatives. 


At the conference, he disclosed 


national committee plans to "out- 
huckster" the Republicans in em- 


ployment of advertising techniques 
next year. He said he expected 
former President Truman to re- 
main on the firing line during the 
campaign. 


Truman's popularity, he said, 


has "increased tremendous- 
ly" since "Eisenhower has been 
in the White-House."

ways rising prices, react? 


2. How can they compete for the 


investor's dollar with all the insti- 
tutions for savings money now of- 
fering him higher interest rates? 


3. How to make today's better- 


heeled-than-ever Americans invest 
part of their larger incomes in 
stocks and bonds instead of spend- 
ing all their money on the many 
appliances, goods, services and 
forms of recreation clamoring for 
ever bigger shares of it. 


The mutual funds are open-end 


investment trusts. They sell shares 
to the public, and thus pool many 
small savings to buy stocks, bonds 
and other securities. The funds 
are obligated by law to buy back 


I at any time the shares they have 
sold at prices determined by asset 
value. This price changes con- 
stantly as the market value of the 
shares held in the investment 
portfolio of the funds changes. 
. 


The big talking point of the mu- 


tual funds in selling their stocks 
to the public is that the small 
investor is promised professional 
management in the selection and 
supervision of investments. 


The funds have grown strikingly 


since the war. When the Federal 
investment Company act went into 
effect in 1940, placing the funds 
under r e g u l a t i o n , there were 
900,000 investors holding shares 
representing one billion dollars 
worth of assets. 


This summer there are more 


than two million shareholder ac- 
counts in the 346 investment com- 
panies who are members of the 
National Assn. of Investment Com- 
panies who are members of the 
National Assn. of Investment Com- 
panies.

This week Montgomery, Ware 


celebrates its 83rd year in busi 
ness, having operated continuously 
since 1872. The store her* in 
Dixon was. opened in 1928. 


In 1872, A. Montgomery Ward 


started the very first mail Order 
house. Up to that time people in 
rural areas traded at small gen- 
eral stores, or depended on the 
itinerant peddler for the necessi- 
ties and small' comforts of life. 
Only meager stocks of merchandise 
were offered and the prices were 
truly excessive. 


Ward, a "drummer" for several 


leading drygoods firms, had a new 
idea.'When America celebrated the 
completion of the first transcon- 
tinental railroad 
in 1869, Mont- 


gomery Ward saw that the time 
was ripe for a greater merchan- 
dising service than had evef be- 
fore been attempted. Ward started 
saving his money and by 1871 had 
$2400 for this venture. Then, the 
great Chicago fire wiped out ev- 
erything he had except $65, and 
the firm he worked for went out 
of business. He found another job, 
and by living on a bare minimum, 
built up his savings to J1600 in 
only a year. That, with a contri- 
bution 
of 
$800 by 
George 
R. 


Thorne, who became his partner, 
launched the first mail order com- 
pany. 


The total space for office-ware- 


house operations was one room, 
only 12-14, in a building on Chi- 
cago's North Clark Street. 
The 


first catalog was a one-page list, 
of merchandise and prices. Prog- 
ress was slow in 
those 
early 


months, but the public was soon 
impressed 
by 
the 
statement, 


"satisfaction guaranteed or your 
money back" which was. up to 
then, unheard of. The usual policy 
of the day had been, "let the buyer 
beware." 


This- was the beginning of the 


mail order business, destined to 
have a revolutionary effect upon 
the. merchandising methods of the 
time. Today, in addition to 9 mail 
order houses and over 250 catalog 


' sales offices. Wards have nearly 
600 retail stores. 


Not only did Montgomery Ward 


lay the foundation for one of the 


i world's 
greatest 
merchandising 


successes, 
but 
he revolutionized 


retail trade throughout the coun- 
try. With Wool worth, who created 
the "five and ten", and Wana- 
maker who originated the depart-

Woman Claims Extortion 
Plan Forced Suicide Pact I

ren today said investigators had 
been "unable to verify" an Illinois 
woman's story that extortionists 
drove her and her husband to form 
a suicide pact. 


Mrs. Ruth Craine, 49, of Geneva, 


111., told Warren her story Sunday 
after her husband. Leon, 52. was 
found dead Saturday night in their 
parked car near Streator. 


She told Warren that she and her 


husband planned to die by piping 
exhaust fumes into the car. She 
said she lost consciousness when 
the carbon monoxide fumes poured 
into the car, but awoke after a few 
hours to 
find 
the "motor had 


stopped running. She said her hus- 
band was dead. 


A 
coroner's 
jury 
held 
that 


Craine 'a death was due to natural 
causes. A pathologist, who testi- 
fied that he died of a heart ail- 
ment, said no traces of carbon mo- 
noxide were found in the body. 


Warren said Mrs. Craine told of 


being threatened by unknown per- 
sons after she and her husband 
were charged with arson following 
a fire at their restaurant 
near 


Kewanna. Ind. 


Mrs. Craine told Warren that 


three men she did not know or- 
dered the couple to raise S15.000 
or die. He said Mrs. Caine told 
him they were to deliver the money 
at Starved Rock state park Sunday 
night, but that she was unable to 
give the exact location of the ren- 
dezvous. 


Warren said Mrs. Craine was 


released Sunday without charge 
and returned to Geneva where she 
and her husband had been living 
with Craine's sister. 


The extortion plot was described 


by Mrs. Craine as being due to de- 
mands of the "syndicate" to re- 
cover the cost of pinball machines 
lost in the fire. 


She said she and her husband 


had been free on J2.500 bonds each' 
awaiting trial on the arson charge. 
The charges were brought by a fire 
| marshal. The restaurant burned 
! last July.
